Typewriting Contests 


The International Championship Typewriting Contest is held at three o’clock Monday afternoor 
October 17. These events are held under International Contest Rules, directed by Prof. J. N. Kimball 
the veteran director. The trophy is the Office Appliances’ $1,000 cup, which has been the goal of typ: 
writer contests since 1906. It typifies the advancement made in developing speed with accuracy 
typists. This trophy was won in the 1920 contest by George L. Hossfeld, who wrote a net of 131 words 
a minute. Margaret B. Owen was second with a net of 128 words; William F. Oswald came third wit! 
127 words a minute. 

Contests for amateurs and novices are also held Monday. The professional speedsters on the 
writer are frequently graduates from these classes. In 1920 the amateur class was won by Genevii 
Maxwell, her net record being 122 words. The novice class was won by Arthur Neuenhaus, netti 
100 words.

Fake Sales Damage Prestige 


Narrating Some Instances in Which the Merchant 
Did Not Keep Faith With Some of 
His Customers. 


FIRM’S prestige suffers most when its meth- 
ods savor of misrepresentation. High prices 
may even add to prestige in certain quarters. 
Slow service may be forgivenys inferior qual- 
ity may be condoned—but at failure to keep faith pres- 
tige tumbles. and the customers whom he seeks avoid 
him. 





Honesty in advertising has been a shibboleth of the 
Associated Advertising Clubs of the World for several 
years, supported by the local advertising clubs. Yet 
there are reported some instances recently that would 
indicate that even leading merchants may occasionally 
lose sight of honesty and take advantage of their 
patrons through equivocation. The instances cited are 
removed from the office equipment and stationery 
fields, but they may be narrated for the moral they 
carry. 

\ merchant advertised a sale of shoes, offering 
what he called staple merchandise. The sale was based 
on lots on which all sizes were not available, and cus- 
tomers who recognized the quality standards of the 
store considered themselves lucky should they find the 
sizes and widths they wanted. One business man 
made it a point to go to the store and be present when 
the doors opened, to assure himself of a full selection. 
le found the counters devoted to this sale, and dis- 
covered that the advertising was not true. It held 
forth the lure of recognized goods at reduced prices. 
The shoes offered were not of the accepted standards. 
They were fair values at the price offered, but not in 
keeping with the promises held forth by the advertise- 
ment. 


The writer was connected with this store some years 
back as a copy writer, and the recital of this incident 
brought to mind a case within his experience in which 
a section manager was brought to task for permitting 
the advertising to suggest in the slightest degree that 
the merchandise was of better grade than the goods 
justified. The ad writer who wrote the copy, the 
advertising manager and the section manager received 
a wigging that they remembered for a long time. The 
section manager was most guilty, for he passed on the 
copy before it was set. He should have recognized 
the technical defect. He should have made the copy 
true to the merchandise. The store manager empha- 
sized the ideals of the store: ‘““Understate—never strike 
par in your descriptions of merchandise or service— 
let the buyer enjoy the surprise of heaping measure 
or unexpected service.” 


Perhaps the ideals of the store have changed. There 
is a new management; the sales staff has changed, and 
copy writers have come and gone since this incident 
occurred. But no change in policy has been adver- 
tised. Presumably the old policy prevails—in the of- 
fice of the general manager. Maybe it has become 
“lost in transmission” on the way to the section man- 
ager. 

\nother instance concerns a men’s clothing store. A 
window display of flannel trousers was placarded with 
a statement: “Best flannel trousers at $9.50.” It looked 
like a good buy so one man took the elevator to have 
a look at the goods. Asking for flannel trousers, the 
salesman displayed several grades at various prices 
from $9.50 up. “But how about those signs in the 
window, referring to the nine-fifty as the best flannel ?” 
The salesman was sure that the sign did not say that, 
that the nine-fifty grade was a fair grade for the price 

but the cheapest of the lot. Upon being assured that - 
the sign did say it, the salesman could not account 
for it. 

Cut prices in shoes were the bait that attracted a 
woman to an exclusive shoe store. The “bargains” 
proved to be a lot of inferior shoes, bought to sell at 
a low price and in no way equal to the goods regularly 
sold. ‘The woman commented on this, and the sales- 
man finally confessed that the management had traded 
on its prestige to attract buyers. It was the first time, 
the salesman said, that the firm had bought special 
shoes for the sale. 


Fortunately the stationery line is quite free from 
this sort. Standards are well-defined, and 
the lines of the various makers are sufficiently known 
so that the dealer who wishes to deceive has little op- 
portunity of beguiling a customer who knows what he 
wants, and will not be content with substitutes. There 
is gossip in the trade, however, that a certain dealer 
in a large city is not above advertising, for instance, 
a large lot of pencils of recognized quality, and then 
trying to work off an overstock of inferior goods. His 
come-back when the customer insists on the advertised 
pencils is to say that the lot is sold out.

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The Multi-Page 


Business Letter 


Some Examples Described, and a Few Words as to 
the Value of Such Letters in Business—Written 
for Office Appliances by O. C. Gould. 


FOLDED sheet lies before me, thirty-one by 
twenty-two inches when open. It is filled with 
data about some of the world’s best business 
machines, and advocates office, store and fac- 
tory efficiency. Across the top of page one bold, 
black letters proclaim, “File for Future Reference.” 

But how can one file or consult such an unwieldy 
thing with any degree of ease? The request might as 
well be to frame and hang it on the wall. 

Every firm wishes its expensive sales matter filed 
for future reference. But many find no need to blazon 
the suggestion in 72-point letters. In fact, wise men 
today put in substance which thoughtful recipients are 
loath to destroy, give to letters a body which does not 
suggest the waste basket, and combine the two so they 
naturally will be filed and consulted, and can be so 
filed conveniently. 

This is important to three classes of Office Appliances 
readers—those with sales arguments to present; those 
preparing the means for presentation in their modern 
print shops, and the less blessed ones whose care it is 
to do little giving but a whole lot of receiving. 

Let us drop in at Dameron-Pierson’s, in New Or- 
leans, a firm belonging to both the first classes and un- 
usually considerate of the afflicted third class. It 
isn’t necessary to bother Mr. Pierson. His enthusias- 
tic and resourceful Mr. Pearce can give us what we 
want, viz., samples of the device very a la mode with 
progressives, and so decidedly old that the moss-backs 
cannot find it wholly unfamiliar, the multi-page letter. 
Dameron-Pierson use it themselves, and their compos- 
itors and pressmen are providing it for the thoughtful 
among their customers. Besides, they consider it a 
coming thing which both themselves and their patrons 
will use more and more as study discloses new possi- 
bilities. 

Good paper is a prime need but skill and composing 
ability are equally essential. Realized, this must claim 
greater respect for high-class, four-page letters. You 
will find it worth while to espouse this form, according 
to Mr. Pearce and others, because of the very tangible 
improvement in results brought by multi-page letters. 

The Multigraph, incidentally, has led the way for 
the four-page letter form. It used to send out proofs 
of its two-page advertisements as enclosures. Now 
these proofs are merely pages two and three of a let- 
ter form. It is a good way, too, to get more results 
from expensive lay-outs. Many another firm could 
print its current ad on page three of a four-page let- 
ter, with or without other sales salt on page two. A 
roofing manufacturer in Chicago does that now with 
apparent success in his correspondence with building 
material dealers. An interesting and very expensive 
New Orleans newspaper series on brick making and 
marketing, designed to establish brick prices as an in- 
dex to superior worth, is a sample of many campaigns 
deserving to be made more use of. Turn to the ad- 
vertising pages here and see how many displays would 
really ornament a third page. It is a shame to waste 
the expense of preparation for just one publication. 

There is this lesson from the use of the office type- 
printing machine. It has demonstrated conclusively 
that the requirements of the printed pages of such let- 





ter forms are not less strict as to directness, com- 
pression and unity than those of high-priced magazine 
space. There must be singleness and forcefulness of 
effect. For this reason, advertisements are peculiarly 
suitable for reproduction from magazine pages in such 
forms as we are discussing. 

An unique form is that of a New Orleans collection 
agency whose Mr. Dausch is a direct-mail artist. He 
uses a four-page, note-sized letter to tease coin from 
debtors. His letters are typed on page one. They 
might, but rarely do, run over to pages two and three. 
Page four carries a printed talk intended to influence 
the addressee favorably toward the letter and the com- 
pany from which it comes. Half a dozen forms, 
changed at frequent intervals, enable Mr. Dausch al- 
ways to send sdmething interestingly new to the re- 
cipient. The present form for doctor’s debtors car- 
ries a little “sob” tale about the poor doctor being un- 
able to meet his obligations if he is not paid promptly. 
Doc, it appears, is not permitted to minister exclusively 
to good credit risks. Another current form is a “Billy 
Due” for “Negligent Debtors.” The hard-boiled guy 
gets different talk, something about pride, the persisten- 
cy of collection agencies, or the like. This collateral 
printed message may embody what would be too per- 
sonal in implication if included in the typed letter. 
What counts is this: These incidental words have 
proved directly helpful in getting results. 

Another unique example is the note-size, four-page 
bill form of the southern dentist who got tired of be- 
ing ogled accusingly by patients to the tune of “Why, 
doctor, I never knew that before!” He can’t adver- 
tise, single or in company with others, to educate the 
world on dental matters. That wouldn’t be ethical— 
just why, maybe you can tell. There isn’t a word of 
advertising in this folder with a bill form on page one, 
but every month finds a new talk on pages two and 
three, laid out by an advertising man so as to claim 
attention. It gets results. The expense has been re- 
covered by increased numbers obtaining those periodic 
attentions which kept teeth good. However, Doc says 
the satisfaction of doing real educating has been suf- 
ficient to reimburse him. 

Another suggestive case was that of a newspaper 
with a long message to convey to a class of advertisers. 
Details had to be given to avoid a negative answer. 
Three sheets of single-spaced typewriting would have 
been necessary, too tedious a mass to be read by busy 
men. The meat was strained out and typed briefly 
on page one. The balance was placed in easy reading 
print on pages two and three, broken into two homo- 
geneous sections. Thus lightened, the message got 
itself read. It required less paper (the equivalent of 
only two sheets), went out under two instead of four- 
cent stamps, and had added dignity. 

Pearce’s collection and mine show that four-page let 
ters are suited for all lines of business and almost every 


purpose. Their possibilities are innumerable. They 
may differ in size, shape, number of pages, way folded, 
and color, as well as in degree of dignity. It is eas) 


to understand why Pearce says, “I’m leaning to the 
opinion that we should use this form, frequently chang-

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The Application—How Not to Write It 


Being a Few Suggestions to Those Who Write for Jobs, With Some Horrible 
Examples to Illustrate Why Some Writers Don’t Get What They Write 
For—Written for Office Appliances by L. C. Wilsey, Manager 
Personnel Department, General Motors Company 


OTWITHSTANDING the fact that 
business houses are cutting down their adver- 
tising and direct mai! appropriations, there is 
one species of alleged business man who is 
using more fountain pen ink or typewriter ribbon than 
ever—the perennial job hunter. And one of the rea- 
sons, it seems to me, why he can not land the elusive 
job that is always just ahead, is that he does not know 
how to write a letter of application. 

\ curse upon the employer who wants a $5,000 man 
for $2,500, who says: “State minimum salary,” who 
hides behind a key or box number, and who wil! not 
acknowledge the applications nor return samples that 
have been enclosed. There is no doubt that he ought 
to be restrained from advertising; but so long as the 
job hunter continues to answer such advertisements, 
he will continue his search for cheap help. 

However, the employer who does state definitely 
that only persons with the following qualifications will 
be considered, should be protected from the job } 





nunter 
who, with not one of the qualifications, or perhaps 
with one but lacking five others, writes reams of stuff 
about himself. 

[t is possible that some of these who write such let- 
ters have real qualifications and could fill positions 
creditably. The fact that they are unemployed at such 
a time as this is no discredit to them, for there are 
many good men seeking employment; but the pity of 
it seems to be that so many make themselves appear 
impossible because of the letters they write. . 

Take first the man who uses Hotel Astor stationery, 
and then asks you to communicate with him at some 
unknown Brooklyn or Jersey City address. Would it 
fill you with confidence to send for him? If he would 
borrow hotel stationery, he might borrow a friend’s 
clothes for the interview. 

Another man of frugal disposition is the one who 
tries to make a form application letter render service 
as an answer to an advertisement calling for individ- 
uality. The fact that it is palpably a mimeographed 
or multigraphed affair only makes it stand out more 
strongly and more unfavorably. 

How an applicant can expect consideration for a 
position that calls for a man with advertising and mer- 
chandising experience when he tells you that his en- 
tire experience has been in accounting, is difficult to 
understand; yet to a recent query of that sort, three 
accountants replied, and one hesitates to believe that 
they thought they were answering an inquiry for ac- 
countants. 

In a period of serious business depression, when 
many good men are in the market through no fault of 
their own, it is easy to understand how a $5,000 man 
will be willing to work for $3,500 or $4,000; but when 
an advertiser states distinctly that a young man with 
little experience is desired, it would seem the height 
of folly for men with long years of success to apply 
for the position. If they are really as capable as the 
record would indicate, they are too good for the job 
that is open; but granting all this, they may have some 
special reason for being willing to start again at the 
bottom. Does it not then argue poor judgment to pa- 
particularly in the letter of application—all this 
superior knowledge and experience?

The incomplete answer may be sent because the 
writer thinks he can stimulate curiosity thereby and 
so secure an interview in which he can sell himself ; but 
such a reply as that which follows hardly credits the 
advertiser with common sense, when he has specifical- 
ly asked for detailed information as to experience in 
sales promotion work in the automotive field: 

“In reference to your ad. I can say that I am qualified 
to fill position now vacant. : 

“Four vears’ experience in compiling letters, catalogs, 
etc. | understand the mechanical end such as layouts, etc. 

“I am a college graduate—an engineer. Kindly arrange 
for an interview.”

After mentioning casually that he had held an ex- 
ecutive position with a downtown banking house han- 
dling investments, one applicant for a position which 
stated plainly that the line was mechanical equipment, 
naively added these paragraphs: 

“Because of obligations I have to meet although I re- 
side with my parents, I can not consider a salary less than 
($20) a week with good possibilities for advancement and 
more money after I have proven myself. 

“Although I haven’t had any experience in your line of 
business | am confident that I can successfully fill the 
vacancy you have for a young man because of the good 
training I have received and my actual experience. 

“T hope that you will not condemn my application and 
kill my chances to become a part of your organization 
because of my being only twenty years old and trust 
you will grant me the privilege of an interview at your 
convenience.” 

If there are any openings that are interest killers 
the following are just a few that have been preserved 
from time to time: 

“Replying to your advertisement in today’s

Prices to Remain Firm 

XCEPT in isolated cases, it does not appear that 

there is any immediate prospect of reductions in 
prices. A number of manufacturers have commented 
for Office Appliances on the price situation, and there 
is nothing in view to warrant the hope that there may 
be any advantage in restricting buying, awaiting re- 
duced prices. 

One manufacturer says he has made three reduc- 
tions in prices this year, and cannot forecast further 
reductions in the present status of labor or material. 
On one line he has reduced prices this year from 
twenty to twenty-five per cent under the highest figures 
for last year. 

Decreased production means increased overhead, for 
no matter how diligently a manufacturer may pare the 
elements of his overhead cost, it cannot compensate 
for the increased ratio due to lessened output. 

The stock market generally leads commodities and 
products in radical price changes. The present trend 
is upward, and in the office machinery and stationery 
materials fields noteworthy gains have been made since 
the middle of the year. This has a direct reaction on 
general business, which should soon become evident 
in many parts of the country. 

Buying has lagged in many cases because prospects 
have been marking time. There is a limit to their 
endurance in pottering along with. office equipment 
that needs replacing. That limit is close at hand.

Foreign Business on Open Account. 

HE following letter presents a common sense view 

of handling foreign trade. The fact that the 
method outlined is successful is not at all remarkable ; 
but it is remarkable that something so simple, direct 
and logical should not be the rule among American 
houses who export. The letter which follows was writ- 
ten by H. E. Hawkins, sales manager of the Stationers’ 
Loose Leaf Company, to A. C. Carlson, president of 
the Milwaukee Association of Commerce: 

“Dear Mr. Carlson: 

“Our firm has been doing a foreign business with a 
number of firms, principally in England, Australia, 
New Zealand, Philippine Islands, China, the Straits 
and India. 

“We have therefore had direct visitors from our 
agencies in some of these countries, and our agents 
have at times registered certain complaints which we 
believe should be brought to your attention. 

“Considering the fact that our agents own their lo- 
cal businesses, they endeavor to establish in this coun- 
try credit which will enable them to buy an open ac- 
count; and, with the exception of shipments to South 
America, where we have not sent a direct representa- 
tive, we are doing business with all our agents on open 
account, save for several in China, who buy through 
the Comprodore, who, as you know, is officially rec- 
ognized in the eyes of the law, and whom we can use 
to obtain adjustments. The accounts we handle in 
China through the Comprodore are Chinese accounts ; 
our English customers in China buy on open account. 

“The complaints registered are in effect as follows: 

“It seems that our country has a number of for- 
warding agencies which create many auxiliary charges 
on various shipments they handle. These charges are 
inconsistent, and their total amount is looked upon as 


a severe tax by concerns abroad who buy goods in 
our markets. 

“The reason why England is obtaining a great deal 
of business in China that our country might have is 
because England allows these Chinese firms to establish 


their credit and do business on open account instead 


of insisting upon payment at date of purchase, per- 
mitting the customers to pay face of invoice in gold 
coin thirty days after receipt of goods. 

“We trust that some national action can be taken 
to bring about greater co-operation between the rail- 


roads and steamship companies in handling freight of 
various kinds. 

“We are members of the National pane of 
Stationers and Manufacturers, which will meet in At- 
lantic City October 10 to 13, and we would ap eke ite 


a letter from you on this subject, if there is any in- 
formation you can give us that will prove beneficial 
to the association.

Careless Language Embarrasses Leaders. 
WISE man once invoked the powers of Heaven 
to preserve him from his friends—he himself 
could take care of his enemies. There is hardly a 
leader in association work among the business associa 
tions of this country who does not appreciate the wise 
man’s predicament. Reputable trade associations 
without exception desire to operate within the law,

realizing keenly that the sensitive finger of suspicion 
is always seeking to place itself upon some word or 
action which will cast doubt upon the doings of the 
association. One member who writes or talks care 


lessly can throw suspicion upon an entire organization, 
forcing it practically to prove itself innocent of wrong 
doing—and proving a negative is not 
Theoretically all accused persons are supposed to be 
innocent until proved to be guilty; but sometimes this 
situation is practically reversed when careless and in 
accurate expressions are uttered or reduced to writing 
and become a part of the record. 

Every member of a trade association should get its 
proper purposes so firmly and clearly fixed in his un- 
derstanding that he will speak and write only the truth 
about them in terms incapable of misinterpretation. 

Associations cannot legally fix prices, nor can they 
use any sort of compulsion or system of rewards 
punishments to induce members to adhere to a given 
list. Their sole function seems to be to impart reliable 
information and to bring about better ways of doing 
business; to discover and encourage economies; to 
advise as to policies; to suggest better methods of

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merchandising; to promote improvements in selling 
practice; to adjust differences and compose misunder- 
standings, and to bring about cooperative competition 
to the benefit of producer, dealer and consumer. 

Lincoln once said to Grant: “I have tried to keep 
the cause clean.” So, too, are our association leaders 
trying to keep the cause clean, and it is up to every 
member to help.

A Pertinent Word from the Chief Justice. 

HE Supreme Court of the United States is not a 

legislative body; it sits in no cabinet councils, nor 
is its voice heard in the halls of congress. It is the in- 
terpreter of laws; its decisions become a part of our 
corpus juris as precedents, and the fate of our statutes 
depends upon the judgment of this court acting under 
the rules established by the constitution and the en- 
actments duly made thereunder. Notwithstanding the 
apparent narrowness of these functions, the court oc- 
casionally has opportunity for broad statesmanship. 
John Marshall, judge, was no whit greater than John 
Marshall, statesman. Fortunately our Supreme Court 
judges have, as a rule, been thoughtful men and keen 
students of the history of their times. Secure in their 
places of honor, they have looked ahead without the 
prejudice engendered by self-seeking. 

The appointment of former President William How- 
ard Taft to be Chief Justice of the United States is 
looked upon with favor by thinking Americans. Chief 
Justice Taft is a good lawyer and proved himself a 
good judge in years gone by. But beyond all this, he 
has proved himself a sincere and honest man in whose 
character all Americans have confidence. His vast 
experience, greater than that of almost any other man 
in public life, has given him a broad outlook upon af- 
fairs. We are gratified but not surprised at the fol- 
lowing observations the Chief Justice recently ut- 
ered: 

‘Never before has it been so clear that our prosper- 
ity is dependent on our relations to other countries and 
the maintenance of those relations in a friendly state 
of mutual confidence and good wishes. Men and 
statesmen may differ as to the means by which we shall 
give permanence to this change of mind and embody 
it in formal association with other nations, but circum- 
stances are forcing us to a closer actual relation with 
the world.”

More About the Collect Postage Idea. 

N LAST month’s issue of Office Appliances, we took 

occasion to present a letter from Mr. John F. Soby.

Mr. Soby makes the suggestion that if readers of 
Office Appliances are interested in the subject, they 
should write a letter to the postmaster general, outlin- 
ing the suggestion made in the previous letter and also a 
letter to the Congressional Joint Commission on postal 
service, Hon. Charles E. Townsend, chairman, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Mr. Soby believes that speaking broadly, there isn’t 
an advertiser in Office Appliances, to say nothing of 
thousands of others in the country who would not re- 
ceive benefits from the collect postage idea, once it 
was gotten into action. It would be a boon, he thinks, 
to the mail order business and is something which 
should be kept before the postal authorities until per- 
mission is given to try it out.

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The Jones Trade Zone Bill. 


The methods by which the United States can develop 
her foreign trade and at the same time maintain a pro- 


tective tariff were outlined here when Henry M. Robinson, 
formerly commissioner of the United States Shipping 
Board and now president of The First National Bank of 


Los Angeles and the Los Angeles Trust & Savings Bank, 
placed the entire problem of free ports and free zones 
before the American Bankers’ Association in annual con- 
vention, through his discussion of the trade zone bill 


which Senator Jones of Washington now has before Con- 
gress. The association met at Los Angeles. 
Mr. Robinson—an international figure—whose opinion 


on national affairs is widely recognized, spoke as one 
interested both in a protective tariff and in foreign trade, 
and pointed out the apparent inconsistency of attempting 
to develop both at one and the same time, stating that it 
is only through the establishing of a free port and a free 
zone policy that the foreign trader and the protectionist 
can meet on common ground and the ends to which both 
are working can be accomplished. 

After pointing out that the Jones bill, 
provides necessary machinery for the creation of foreign 
trade zones in, or adjacent to, American ports of entry, 
and authorizes the Secretary of Commerce to grant to 
states, municipalities and their legal subdivisions the privi- 
lege of establishing such zones, Mr. Robinson summarized 
the provisions of the bill, and pointed out that, whereas, 
under the terms of the bill, both foreign and domestic 
merchandise may be brought into a free, zone and there 
be broken up, assembled, mixed with foreign or domestic 
merchandise or otherwise manipulated for re-export, di- 
rect manufacturing, as such, may not be carried on within 
the proposed districts—this is in order to meet the wishes 
of interior communities and to allay their fears as to sea- 
board manufacturing competition. 

Mr. Robinson said in part: 

“Under the terms of this act, no duty is to be applied 
to merchandise delivered from ship to wharf within a free 
zone unless some part, or all, of it is taken out for domes- 
tic consumption, at which time it will pass through the 
Customs House and be subject to regular duty.

Localized Free Trade. 


“In other words, we may, within certain districts within 


our ports of entry, be a free trade nation, and at the same 
time protect our own domestic markets from a flood of 
cheaply manufactured European and Asiatic goods, 

“It is axiomatic that, for the protection of the American 


a method must be provided for the main- 
a merchant marine which will carry abroad the 
surplus of American manufactured goods; otherwise, these 
goods must continue to back up upon our own markets 
ind thereby reduce the earnings of our manufacturers, the 
profits of our merchants and the earnings of American 
labor itself. 

‘There is appearing from time to time in certain pub- 
lications the suggestion that most of our products are con- 
sumed at home and that only about one-seventh is avail- 
able for export, and, hence, that our foreign trade is a 
relatively unimportant factor in our national prosperity. 

“Accepting these figures as true, economists generally

agree that a surplus is the controlling factor. Is it not, 
therefore, reasonable to assume that it is the backing up 
f our manufactured surplus and our inability to sell 


ibroad that has brought about our unemployment situa- 
tion? 

“Since the beginning, any nation that has engaged, with 
any appreciable degree of success, in international com- 
merce has been either on a free trade basis, or has main- 
tained one or more free ports or free zones. 

“For years, however, we, as a nation, have maintained 
a high tariff, and most of the time a very high protective 
tariff, and, for half a century our flag has been a compara- 
tive rarity upon the seven seas. 

“Came the Great War, and demonstrated beyond cavil 
the need for.the maintenance of a merchant fleet, if, in 


time of war, the nation is to be protected—and this, 
whether the war be military or economic. 
“The Great War also demonstrated fully the interde- 


nations—and their 


and dependence 


pendence of peoples 
upon world trade. 
“Since the maintenance of a merchant fleet is obviously 
predicated on world trade, it is evident that a high pro- 
tective tariff, world trade, the maintenance of a merchant 
fleet with the financial and commercial accompaniments 
of those operations, are inconsistent, but experiences of 
European nations show conclusively that a modification of 
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this inconsistency can be brought about without definite 
injury to the principles involved in a protective tariff. 
We Must Meet New Conditions. 

“In fact, if the feeling continues to grow that we should 
engage in world trade and maintain a merchant fleet, as 
a necessary corollary, the principle of protection must, of 
necessity, be greatly modified, unless some method is 
devised that will permit a world trade of merchandise in 
and out of our important ports of entry without the delays 
and expense attendant on our present methods of oper- 
ation. 

“It is true that under the present law imported mer- 
chandise may be impounded in bonded warehouses and 
withdrawn for transshipment, or may be impounded, with- 
drawn and manufactured and then transshipped in for- 
eign trade with a drawback of the customs paid. This 
plan was intended to meet the needs of world trade, but 
is nearly inoperative and utterly fails of accomplishing the 
main purpose, in that the time consumed in vessel delays 
and in the unwinding of red-tape militates against such 
an operation. 

“If it be true that the cost of operation of our merchant 
ships is to be greater than that of the important competing 
nations, some method must be devised to balance that cost, 
and the greatest waste in the shipping business is loss of 
time in ports, due to the administration of complex laws 
and regulations—regulations, within the provinces of many 
different departments. 

“In other words, the elimination of port delays would 
be of tremendous economic advantage, for it is recognized 
that successful ship operation depends, to a great degree, 
on keeping the ship at sea. 

“A free zone would permit the prompt unloading of a 
ship within the boundaries of the zone without any of the 
long delays that grow out of the customs regulations, If 
any part of the cargo is intended for domestic consump- 
tion, this merchandise will be passed from the zone 
through the customs house instead of holding the ship 
until all the merchandise is checked and customs paid. 

“It is to be recognized that ships other than those under 
our flag will have the same advantage in our ports, but 
it is fair to assume that ships under our own flag, through 
a period of time, will touch more often at our ports than 
ships under other flags, and, to that extent, at least, there 
would be a factor for improvement in the cost of the 
operation of American vessels. 

“Another great advantage in the operation of our 
marine would be the fact that so-called ‘triangular voy- 
ages’ could be made and cargoes moved to our ports, only 
a part of which would be intended for domestic con- 
sumption. 

Ships in Cargo Both Ways. 

“The problem of American ships has been that, while 
we have merchandise for export shipment, only too often. 
it is necessary for the ships to return in ballast. The Brit- 
ish, a free trade nation, on the other hand, until recently 
have been able to fill their unoccupied space in their out- 
ward bound ships with coal for foreign countries, and for 
bunkering, returning with cargoes of commodities from 
foreign countries—cargoes partly for home consumption 
and partly for transshipment to other countries—trans- 
shipments made without any regulatory practices that re- 
sult in serious delays. This, too, because of free port 
zones, was equally true in the case of Germany before the 
war. 

“The establishment of free zones for America has been 
under discussion for many years. Shipping men, naturally, 
have been strongly in favor of it. They take the position 
that the principal advantage to the merchant ships is the 
ability to bring in full cargoes, or at least larger cargoes 
than present conditions allow, the bulk of which will be 
for transshipment in American bottoms to other ports 
in connection with shipments of domestic merchandise. 

“Should the Jones Bill become law, our protection prin- 
ciple will be conserved, because, otherwise, the belief that 
we should engage in foreign trade may, in the course of 
time, result in a marked modification of our tariff laws, 
and this may not be necessary if we can maintain our 
foreign trade and our merchant marine through the me- 
dium of these free zones. 

“Originally the propaganda for foreign trade zones, free 
from customs duty, was limited in its discussion to about 
three ports on the Atlantic Coast and one or two on the 
Pacific. The bill as presented, however, contemplates 
the possibility of the establishment of foreign trade zones 
in each of the important ports of entry. This is a great 
stride in the right direction, for, if all of this foreign trans-

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Cables and Codes 


Practical Uses of Commercial Codes and the Economies 
Resulting Therefrom.—By Mrs. M. D. Scott, West- 
ern Manager of the Allied Codes Company of 
the United States, Whose Headquarters 
Are at New York. 


Scott, author of this article on Cables 
Codes, has her offices in San Francisco. Her territory in- 
ludes the Pacific Coast from Vancouver to San Diego. She spent 
ten years with the Western Union Telegraph Company, during 
several of which she was in the cable department at Chicago. 
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HE inventions of the commercial world among 
its principal assets, and the study of inventions is a 


are 


study of commercial industry. 
One of the greatest achievements of any age was the 
laying of the cable across the Atlantic ocean, and this 


was made possible only through the earlier invention of 
the steamboat. There was a time when England, on 
account of her size and isolated position, seemed shut off 
from being a power or factor in the world, until INVEN- 
TION made a ditch of the English channel and the steam- 
boat opened up Europe. Later this became a much nar- 
rower ditch through the invention of the telegraph—two 
inventions which made the vast British Empire a possi- 
bility. Then when the Atlantic cable bridged an ocean, 
joining the two hemispheres, the foundation of our inter 
national commerce was laid, resulting in the development 
of the industry of the world. 

To Cyrus Field was given the idea of a cable between 


America and Great Britain. When this idea was given 
publicity a ripple of laughter swept the country and he 
was made the object of ridicule by public and press. 
John G. Saxe, a popular poet of that day, wrote a verse 
which so caught the public fancy that it was incorporated 
in the Fourth Reader then in use in the public schools, and 


from the standpoint of that human short- 
sightedness which often amounts to non-intelligence 
‘Bold Cyrus Field, he says, says he, 
‘| have a pretty notion 
That I can lay a telegraph 
Across the Atlantic ocean.’ 
“Then ali the people laughed, and sai 
‘We'd like to see him do it!

Unhindered by ridicule and laughter, however, Field 
went ahead, and after several unsuccessful attempts, on 
July 29, 1866, the first cable was completed and communi- 
cation established between the United States and Great 
Britain. 

There is an old-fashioned print in Harper’s Weekly of 

that day which shows the first cable office at 195 Broad- 
way, New York City, crowded with men in long frock 
cozts and tall “stovepipe” hats, the women in hoopskirts 
and little flat hats, sending cablegrams across the Atlan- 
tic for $1 per letter, or $100 per message. Now the full 
rate to London is 31 cents per word and there is a de- 
ferred rate in effect of 15% cents per word. 
And so today the cable is accepted as an ordinary factor 
commercial, political and social affairs, no longer 
looked upon as a marvelous invention to excite the won- 
der of mankind, but as merely a channel of communica 
tion which we use as nonchalantly as we do the electric- 
light switch or the daily mails. 

‘To the exporter and importer accurate and easy com- 
munication with foreign correspondents a necessity, 
and today more than ever before the submarine cables are 
recognized as the principal channels for international 
communication. The cable brings to us daily the news of 
the world, enables governments to carry out their foreign 
policies and keep in touch with other nations through 
diplomatic and consular channels. It is the power that 
transmits the operation of high finance, and is an 1m- 
portant factor in the development of foreign trade rela- 
tions throughout the world. 

The remarkable increase in cable traffic has been made 
the use of codes, which have a double value— 
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possible by 
that of secrecy and the reduction of cable expense to a 
minimum, Without the coding systems now in use the 


cable service could not have reached the high degree of 
efficiency which today brings it within the reach of cable 
users large and small, and like all other inventions, these 


codes are being improved and made more valuable and 


and Her experience in handling codes has fitted her to organize 


bureaus of and information of value to cable users. 
This service supplements that of the telegraph companies with- 
out interfering with their rules or policy.

necessary to the business man as usage reveals old limi- 
tations and new possibilities. 

The rules and regulations governing the use of codes, 
as well as the preparation, transmission and cost of cable- 
grams, were made and are supervised by what is known as 
the BUREAU INTERNATIONALE DES ADMINIS- 
TRATIONS TELEGRAPHIQUES A BERNE, SWIT- 
ZERLAND. All foreign telegraph systems are owned 
and operated by their respective governments, and repre- 
sentatives of these governments meet annually at Berne 
for the purpose of regulating cable traffic. The telegraph 
companies in the United States, which are private cor- 
porations, have no voice or vote at the conventions and 
no choice but to obey and enforce these rules, one of 
which that no code word shall exceed ten letters in 
length, and that plain language words which appear in a 
coded message containing more than ten letters shall be 
counted as two words. The word “certificate,” which con- 
tains eleven letters, would therefore be counted as two 
words in a message containing code words. 

But the efficient code ofta few years ago is the out-of- 
date code today. The first edition of the pioneer of tele- 
graphic codes was published in 1872. It is compiled oi 
vocabulary words, ranging in length up to ten letters each. 
These words were selected from the dictionaries of eight 
leading languages—English, French, Italian, Spanish, Por- 
tuguese, Latin, Dutch and German, and are pronounceable. 
Each code word represents a word, a phrase or a sentence 
in the English language, and frequently a single word 
represents a complete message. This was considered a 
great innovation in cable circles and reduced the cost of 
cabling at least 50 per cent. 

Today the vocabulary codes have been supplanted by 
what is known as the five letter codes, each word contain- 
ing five letters. Any two of these words may be com- 
bined and when written as one are counted and paid for 


is 


as one word. By this method the cabie user doubles the 
value of his code system and reduces his cable expense 
75 to 80 per cent 


As an illustration, the following cablegram was recently 
filed with a cable company in this country, destined Aus- 
tralia, to which country the rate from Chicago is 63 cents 
per word: 

“We offer immediate shipment 500 metal filing cabinets 
price quoted in our letter of April lst Draft 90 days Tel- 
egraph acceptance.” 

In plain language this 
which at 63 cents per word would cost $13.23. 
a vocabulary code it reads:

It will be noted the words “filing cabinets” do not ap- 
pear in the vocabulary code. The number of words 
contained in this form of the message is 13, tolls $8.19, a 
saving over the plain language message of $5,04. 

Coded in a five-letter code the cablegram reads: 

NABULRIUHR LULUZKAYIT GAPWABIYLA 
OJAZUJEDJE AMUZNERKIM UGVEZACABY. 

There are six words in the latter message, cable tolls 
$3.78, a saving of $9.45 over the plain language message, 
and of $4.41, or 54 per cent, over the vocabulary code. 

The economic possibilities of an up-to-date code are not 
always recognized by the cable user for the reason that 
he accepts it on its face value, uses it superficially and 
does not make a study of its various features. Too often 
it is left to a stenographer or clerk to code cablegrams, 
and the export managers of many of our larger firms do 
not appreciate the value of certain features of a code 
that requires intelligent effort to utilize. There is a five-

How Some Colorado Stores Make Their Publicity Pay—Written 
for Office Appliances by John Y. Bartlett. 


the average merchant, for various reasons which 

need not be mentioned. When he buys well—or 
otherwise—the merchant keeps the fact, and how he did 
it, well under his hat. This in the main is profitable pol- 
icy, but it can be carried too far. For illustration, note 
the prevailing absence of the “well bought” appeal in the 
newspaper advertisements of stationery stores. 

The Greenman Stores Company, of Boulder, Colo., 
stocked recently a new automatic pencil. It could have 
announced the fact to the buying public with a simple 
eulogistic catalogue of the pencil’s good points. See how 
more effective, though, the actual advertisement was. 

“We Tried It Out,” the advertisement was headed. 

“Several months ago a salesman came along with a 
sample of a new automatic pencil, and tried to sell us a 
stock. 

“The demonstration of the sample brought forth the re- 
mark from us, ‘This is the first real improvement in auto- 
matic pencils we have seen. You have made a step in 
advance. Send us one pencil, and we will test it out.’ 

“This was six months ago. We received the pencil, and 
the writer has used it several months. It is very satisfac- 
tory. The leads are two and one-half inches long, and in 
the pencil they propel and repel by a simple turn of the 
barrel. Very simple tc operate and exceedingly satisfac- 
tory to use. 

“This pencil will appeal to particular people especially, 
and to all who are looking for less pencil annoyance. You 
will like the shape, and the balance of the pencil in your 
hand will please you.” 4 

The advertisement gave the name of the pencil, and 
listed prices. 

In other words, the Greenman Stores Co. suggested po- 
tently to Boulder newspaper readers that it had stocked 
the new pencil because it was a superior pencil, and a supe- 
rior pencil not on the word of a salesman, but proved so 
in its own careful and serious test. The public would 
like all the merchandise stores sell to be bought by the 
latter in this manner—carefully, with every regard for the 
merits in use of the article. 

The clerk’s observation, “I use ’em myself,” is a staple 
joke on retail selling, yet the “I use ’em myself” argument 
actually is one of the best a store can use in its advertis- 
ing. A greater or less number of consumers cherish the 
suspicion that at least a portion of retail merchandise is 
bought simply because the retailer believes he can sell it 
profitably—without, first regard, that is, for quality or 
economy. “I use ’em myself,” carries a different sugges- 
tion. When a mail order house started selling a typewriter 
of a name unknown to the general public, just about the

All successful retailers are skilled buyers to a degree.

Incidents out of their buying experiences time and again 
would make excellent material for advertisements, The 
circumstances surrounding the stationery store’s stocking 
of a particular article, a special line—the considerations 
which finally moved the store to buy of the manufacturer’s 
or wholesaler’s representative—what were they? Many 
times they can be put to potent advertising use. 


Advertising Pen and Pencil Repair Service. 

Now that the automatic pencils are having so exten- 
sive a sale, there is all the more reason why the stationery 
store can well push its fountain pen and automatic pencil 
repair service. And if it already hasn’t provision for the 
latter, it is time to make it! Considered strictly by itself, 
repair work of this nature makes nobody a fortune. It 
is, however, one more source of business; it brings people 
to the store; it fixes the store as the one which “knows 
most” about fountain pens and automatic pencils. It is a 
department which a large Colorado store, Kendrick-Bel- 
lamy, of Denver, pushes right along, “keeping it before the 
public.” 

A large proportion of steady newspaper readers in Den- 
ver and surrounding towns know where you can get a 
broken fountain pen repaired. They know it, because in- 
expensive advertising has fixed the place in the mind. 

For a long time now Kendrick-Bellamy has used the 
business personal or “liner” to advertise this service. A 
couple lines—and the service is advertised. At first only 
the repair service on fountain pens was mentioned. Then, 
eventually, the repair department took on automatic pen- 
cils. A recent “liner” read— 

“Bring your fountain pens and 
Kendrick-Bellamy for expert repair service. 
Stout.” 

Advertising messages of this character are run next to 
news matter. They look like it. They are on the pages 
which get well read. The simple information where a 
pen or pencil will be repaired is all that is needed.

Mechanical laws have been strictly 
observed and every regard has been had to durability 
and effective printing results. The company believes that 
its new model may be regarded as an innovation in the 
typewriter art. 

All the features of regular Royal models appear in Special 
Model No. 10, but valuable features have been added. It 
is to be noted that no adjustment of the carriage struc- 
ture is required for producing duplicate manifolding work. 

The keyboard action of the Special Royal supplies to 
the touch of the operator a mechanical cushion which is 
inherent in the structure and affords an extremely light

No. 3, it will be seen that the type bar has been carried by 
momentum from its predetermined position to the printing 
point. During this momentum excursion, a material re- 
duction of noise is accomplished, at the same time pre- 
serving a clearly defined printing impression and yielding 
a super-elastic quality of touch. 

Anyone desiring to demonstrate this new principle of 
construction may readily do so by holding any key lever 
down with one finger, then taking hold of the upper end 
of the type bar with another finger, which type bar then 
stands at the predetermined position, and it will be found 
that it can be freely moved to the printing point while 
the other finger of the operator still holds the key lever 
depressed. This rearward movement of the type bar is 
the result of the Royal accelerating type bar mechanism 
passing over the dead center during the momentum period. 


_ It is during this momentum travel of the type bar from 
its predetermined position to the printing point that the 
universal bar, which actuates the escapement, which con- 
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trols the step by step movement of the carriage, is acted 
upon; and, as at such time the universal bar is under the 
influence of momentum and not under the operator’s con- 
trol, it follows that skipping of letters and double type 
impressions are impossible. 

The Royal Typewriter Company’s organization is en- 
thusiastic over what they regard as the exceptional pos- 
sibilities inherent in the new machine. 


Latest Woodstock Has Added Features. 

The Woodstock Typewriter Company of Chicago has 
recently incorporated in its Model No. 5 a number of 
features and refinements. Among these is an automatic 
ribbon reverse by which when the ribbon runs out it is 
turned back by one stroke of the typebar or of the space- 
bar. It is claimed this is the first time such a result has 
been achieved in the industry. 

The carriage of the current model is oversized, the paper 
capacity being 1134”, with a writing line of 914”. At the 
left end of the platen is a variable-line-spacing knob which 
actuates the platen without engaging the regular line- 
spacing mechanism. One of the outstanding features of 
this device is that it is not necessary either to push in or 
pull out the knob, but merely to turn it forward or back- 
ward to reach any line desired. 

The paper fingers differ in that they are now so arranged 
that the type will not overrun, moving along by the action 
of the carriage and keeping always out of the way. They 
retain the paper clear to the end of the sheet, making it 
possible to write on the extreme lower edge. 

Other new features noted in the Woodstock of latest 
design are a stencil cut-out which locks the ribbon out 
of the line of writing when it is desired to ‘cut a stencil; 
and a keyboard fension adjusting screw which enables the 
operator to revise the tensions to suit individual prefer- 
ence. The new Woodstock is slightly larger than the 
earlier models. It is a handsome machine built for service. 

It is to be added, also, that this company exhibited, at 
the Chicago Business Show, its new 14” machine known as 
the No. 6 Model, which is now added to the Woodstock 
line. . 





The No. 6 follows closely the lines of the No. 5, 
though embodying some improvements peculiar to itself.

The “FlexiFile’” carries its contents, whether papers, 
guides or folders, in a vertical position at all times. When 


opened up at a particular place, all the papers or cards in 
the pocket are freed for withdrawal and replacing. he 
advantages claimed are that this speeds up filing and find- 
ing; adds to the working space of the file; makes it impos- 
sible for papers to slip down under other papers and fold- 
ers; keeps drawers in neat condition; lessens the wear and 
tear of guides, folders and other papers; file adjusts auto- 
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matically; liability to error is reduced by reason of the 
great accessibility and visibility of the paper.

The Late Thomas Reece. 

In the September issue of Office Appliances we an- 
nounced the death of Thomas Reece, for, about twelve 
years London correspondent of Office Appliances. The 
following notes concerning the life of Mr. Reece were sent 
to us by W. Jacob, 65 Huntington Road, East Finchley, 
London, who acted as foreign editor for Mr. Reece in con- 
nection with the International News Correspondence Serv- 
ice, Ltd. Mr. Jacob enjoyed a long friendship with Mr. 
Reece and the notes here given were gathered during the 
years when they were intimately acquainted. 

“As a journalist,” says Mr. Jacob, “verything that stood 
for efficiency had an attraction for Mr. Reece, but he ap- 
peared to develop a particular affection for the aids to 
business with few, if any, of which he was unacquainted. 
It was his delight to get down to the ‘tin tacks’ of office 
management and equipment and to deal with it as his own 
question, with his burning, native Welsh enthusiasm. 

“At the comparatively early age of forty-seven years an 
earnest journalistic career closed with the decease of Mr. 
Reece, whose comprehensive grasp of many subjects and 
ready appreciation of their relation to every day life 
whether social, religious, industrial or commercial, enabled 
him to keep the readers of specialist journals in many coun- 
tries punctually acquainted with the current events re- 
spectively of most immediate interest to them. Extremely 
versatile and easily adaptable to changing moods and cir- 
cumstances, his mind quickly laid hold of the points most 
calculated to illuminate a question and to submit them in 
simple and telling terms for consideration. He had pre- 
eminently the gift of selection and sorted out without ap- 
parent difficulty the leading and instructive features of a 
question, and laid them out so that the 
reader for whom his information was 
intended could assimilate it, with equal 
ease and confidence, even were the sub- 
ject matter highly technical. Until the 
close of the day when an extraordinar- 
ily long and painful struggle _per- 
mitted neither himself nor his friends to 
doubt ‘the tyrant’s power’ he continued 
to conduct his business unremittingly 
and with such close attention that his 
long illness was hardly known to his 
business friends, only a comparatively 
narrow circle being aware of his deter- 
mined struggle to ward off ‘the first 
dark day of nothingness—the last of 
danger and distress.’ 

“Mr. Reece’s interest in the great so- 
cial question that now so all pervadingly 
agitates the mind of King and Peasant 
developed intense activity in early 
youth, and he was able, his many more 
exacting technical duties notwithstand- 
ing, to maintain an earnest, sympatheti- 
cal attitude to it till the end.” 

Mr. Reece left surviving him his 
widow, to whom Office Appliances ex- 
tends its profound sympathy. 





for Office Appliances, Mr. Shore will probably be greeting old 


quiet and unassuming a gentleman that his person- 
ality was submerged in his work, but that work ex- 
pressed a conscientious, thoughtful efficiency which is 
seldom to be met with in this world. Mr. Reece was pre- 
eminently intelligent. He covered the field of office equip- 
ment and matters of business conditions affecting the field 
in England, with a grasp and intelligence which was a con- 
stant source of satisfaction to the publishers of this journal.

His work alone is a fine testimonial to the brave 
and vigorous manhood of Thomas Reece.

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to be on the upgrade. The exchange rate at the present 
time is 60 per cent of the normal. The regular rate is 5 
pesatas, 20 centavos to the dollar, while the present rate is 
7 pesatas, 70 centavos to the dollar. During the war the 
situation was different. Then it only took 3 pesatos, 62 
centavos to make a dollar. The custom house duties in 
Spain at the present time are three times what they are 
normally. During the war the Spanish people made a 
great deal of money, building up a reserve of over two 
billion pesatas in gold in the banks. It is hard to under- 
stand why the exchange rate is so high in the face of this 
tremendous gold reserve. 
British Salesmen’s Territory. 

The Organizer for August printed a questionnaire, “How 
Long Should a Salesman Stay in the Same Territory?” 
Harry Clegg, provincial sales manager of The Kalamazoo 
(Sales), Ltd., wrote on the basis of the loose busi- 
ness: “If your question is taken as referring to specialty 
salesmen, my reply would be that a specialty salesman 
cannot stay too long in any territory, though I am well 
aware that this is contrary to the opinion of many direc- 
tors and sales managers and that in some sales organi- 
zations salesmen are kept perpetually on the ‘to 
prevent their getting stale.’ The obvious disadvantage of 
ot

this course is that a man is too frequently deprived 
real home comfort, which is of vital importance if he is 
to carry on his work successfully. 

“Speaking from practical experience over many years 


now, my feeling is that the longer a specialty salesman 
stays on his ground the more valuable his service should 
be to his firm. He should build up a steadily extending 
circle of prospects and customers on whom he can rely 
for a progressive number of new and repeat orders. The 
social connection he is able to maintain by a permanent 
residence ought to be, and can be made, of tremendous 
importance to his work without unduly thrusting business 
into these places where business quite rightfully is barred. 

“To the suggestion that salesmen go stale if allowed 
to work one ground too long, my reply is that staleness is 
not so much in the salesman as in his management. It 
is the duty of the latter to prevent staleness creeping in 
anywhere. Let us get away from the idea that specialty 
salesmen must of necessity be temperamentally restless 
and unsettled, but seek to imbue them with a spirit of en- 
thusiasm and loyalty to the house for which they work, 
and to see the value of business which lies close to hand. 

“Why worry about the grass on the other fellow’s lot? 
It’s just as green on your own.” 

Another contributor was J. E. Rees, of the Underwood 
Typewriter Company. He said that his company has found 
it a sound policy to retain the services of its salesmen 
on a particular territory, providing they make for 
an indefinite period, because in the typewriter business it 
takes a salesman many months to gain good will and con- 
fidence, and to get into close touch with th of 
buying departments of commercial houses.

prefer to concentrate on a few special products of manu- 
facturers for whom we are the sole representatives in 
China and Hong Kong. We consider that we now have 
a very well balanced line entirely non-competitive and each 
line helpful to every other. We would not care to con- 
sider any other agency unless the manufacturer could 
show us clearly that by taking on the exclusive agency for 
his line would be of distinct benefit to the other manufac- 
turers whom we represent. We feel that we are under 
an obligation to each of the concerns whose agents we 
are and we purpose to live up to our service standard as 
expressed in our Chinese name, helping the developments 
of commerce.” 

Mr. Hager points out that the selection of a proper 
Chinese name in Chinese characters is a very important 
matter, indeed much more important than is realized by 
some of the new concerns commencing business in China. 
The desirability of the name must be considered from 
many points of view before it is safe to adopt it as a name 
under which to do business in China. Sev- 
eral firms have found out at considerable 
embarrassment and no little cost that it 
does not pay to adopt the first names that 
are suggested for this purpose. One large 
bank recently started has had to change its 
name after the bank had opened, after sta- 
tionery had been printed, checks engraved, 
etc., as they found that the name adopted 
was in conflict with another name already 
existing. One of the largest American com- 
panies that has entered this field during the 
last few years came out in Shanghai with 
large quantities of engraved stationery 
forms, ete., bearing a Chinese name which 
had a meaning that would be anything but 
conducive to business development. Their 
difficulty was that they were poorly advised 
regarding the selection of a name and it 
cost them thousands of dollars to make the 
change to another Hong name which carried 
the right meanings. 
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Future for Office Appliances in Britain. 


The Detailed Report by the American 

Chamber of Commerce in London, Alluded 

to in Our September Issue. Reprinted 

from Anglo-American Trade, the Monthly 
ournal of the Chamber. 

NoTE- This analysis oy the outlook for office appliances and 
deueees in great Britain is an extended review, which was 
briefly mentioned in the September issue of Office . 4 ppliances. 

Many leading British firms are now distributors for Ameri- 
can manufacturers and are ina Aesition to profit by the change 


indicated in the business situation. Business can be developed 
immensely by the co-operation of American producers. many 
of whom are already in close contact with the market. Others, 
not so well posted on the overseas market, may have made 


fruitless efforts to secure their share of the available business. 

The office equipment and appliance market of the world gen- 

erally is akin to that in Great Britain. It affords sales possi- 
bilities everywhere. 

HE sale of office appliances and labour-saving devices 

in Great Britain undoubtedly received a great impetus 


during the war and for some time After, during the 
trade boom when labour was scarce, but the severe trade 
depression and consequent lack of money has retarded 


progress in this direction for the present. 
Nevertheless it is admitted by practically all importers 


of such devices that there is an unlimited field in Great 
Britain for all sorts of office accessories, particularly 
labour-saving devices. But it is uphill work and needs 
much patience. 

The trade depression is of a purely temporary nature 


and not so difficult to fight as the deep seated conservatism 
of the British people. This is the chief stumbling block in 
the way of all new devices and can only be overcome }y 


much patient, educative work. This cannot be too much 
emphasized. 

The war, however, has caused a small revolution in the 
British business world. The British manufacturer is 
realising more and more that to compete with others he 


and it 
up-to-date and 


must increase efficiency and produce more cheaply, 
is becoming clearer that only the most 
efficient methods will win through. 

Then, again, the increasing cost of labour is turning the 
thoughts of business men to ways and means of dispensing 
with some of it and replacing it by mechanical devices 
wherever possible. 

1—Labour-Saving Devices.

past, they noted ex- 
tremely antiquated methods, everything being done by 
human labour as far as possible. While this may have 
been excusable and even permissible when labour was 


cheap, it is no longer so. All Government departments 
have now received instructions to cut down expenses by at 
least twenty per cent. during the next year,'and this can 
only be accomplished by reducing staffs, or, in other words, 
by requisitioning machines instead of men. 

This has of necessity turned the thoughts of those re 
sponsible for expenditure towards such devices as_ will 
enable economies to be made in labour costs. With this 
object in view a special demonstration of office appliances 
and labour-saving devices was arranged in March this year. 
All department heads were invited to be present, and in- 


formed that all these devices could be requisitioned, pro 
vided some saving in labour could be shown. 
[his demonstration has already produced results. The 


Comptometer concessionaires, for example, have received 
an order for 200 of their machines for use in Government 
offices, which is believed to be the largest order for calcu 
lating machines ever placed by a single user, whilst the 
International Multigraph Company received an order for 
fourteen machines. 

Although this may not seem very big, yet it is a good 
beginning, and coming from the Government, so notorious- 
ly behind the times, may prove to be a strong lead to the 
rest of the business community. 

Generally speaking, these devices and appliances, which 
show an immediate saving in money, are selling the best 
and are most welcomed, but it must actually be proved to 


the satisfaction of the prospective purchaser that the 
device will do what is claimed for it.

NE of the largest business expositions and certainly 
O one of the most successful events of the kind ever 

held in Chicago came to a close at the big Coliseum 
on Saturday evening, September 24, and amid expressions 
of unqualified approval on the part of exhibitors and visi- 
tors alike.

It is disconcerting to have one’s 
telling sales talk broken in two in the middle even by 
something as pleasing as Schubert’s Serenade—disconcert- 
ing alike to the exhibitor and the visitor. 

And so—the Chicago show was business from the tap 
of the opening gong to the final minute, and the fine re- 
sults bore out the wisdom of the policy. 

The Exhibits. 

The different displays numbered nearly ninety—a larger 
showing than at the previous show in Chi- 
cago and pretty well up to the average of 
the biggest eastern event of the kind. To 
the reporter the labor of covering the 
show was no small task, and the photog- 
rapher—the International Film Service 
Company, Inc.,—found a like difficulty. All 
except one of the exhibit pictures shown 
in this report were made by the Interna- 
tional Film, whose industrious operators 
burned flashlight by the pound. Owing to 
the large number of pictures taken it was 
found to be impossible to present them all 
except at the cost of very considerable re- 
duction, but even the small pictures will 
give the reader an idea of the comprehen- 
sive scope of the show—and by no means 
all the booths were photographed at that. 


The exhibits covered the entire field of 
office equipment. About everything was 
there in one way or another, reckoning it 
by the types of devices shown. The larger 
manufacturers were well represented and 
many others not so large. In short, one 
could have found at the show almost any

The Typewriter Contests 


Two typewriting contests were held at the Chicago 
Show on Monday evening, September 19, at 7 o’clock under 
the auspices of the Annual Business Show Company of 
New York. The first contest was the Illinois State School 
typewriting contest for students of proprietary schools in 
the state. The time of writing was 15 minutes from printed 
copy and the contest was under International Contest 
rules. Entries were limited to students who never used 
any machine or received any instruction in typewriting 
prior to September 1, 1920, and who had had no training 
except from the school from which they entered. No one 
in the employ of a typewriter company was permitted to 
enter. Entries in this contest numbered fourteen. Only 
two makes of machines 
were represented, the Un- 
derwood and the Reming- 
ton. Five business schools 
were represented, including 
the Gregg school, the Ex- 
pert School, Metropolitan 
Business College, Bowles 
Business Typewriting 
School, Rockford, Lil., and 
Northwestern Business Col- 
lege. The first three win- 
ning students were Rita 
Mann of the Gregg School, 
who wrote 1213 words gross 
in 15 minutes with 19 errors, 
making a net of 1023 words 
1 68 words were minute. 
The second place was taken 
by Dorothy Davis of the 
same school, who wrote 54 
words net a minute, and 
third place by Helen Pez- 
zuto of the Expert School, 
who made a total of 53 
words net per minute. The 
fact that the contest was 
won by a student of the 
Gregg School, keeps the 
cup in the hands of that 











The State High School Class Contest was quite a large 
affair in the number of entries. No less than forty-four 
students qualified. More than a score of high schools were 
represented in this contest and the contestants used the 
Underwood, Royal, and Remington typewriters. First 
place was taken by Miss Rose Imburgia, of Proviso Town- 
ship High School, at Maywood, IIl., who wrote 1355 words 
gross in 15 minutes with 40 errors, or a net of 955 words, 
making 64 words per minute. Second place was won by 
Nina Reason, of Thornton Township High School, Harvey, 
Illinois, who achieved a net record of 58 words a minute. 
Third place was won by Miss M. Sipe, Streator Township 
High School. Streator, Ill., with a record of 46 words net. 
A prize was donated to be

sisted of a handsome silver 
cup which was donated by 
Congressman M. A. Mich- 
aelson of Chicago. 

Both contests were in 
charge of Prof. J. N. Kim- 
ball, supervisor of the In- 
ternational Contests. Profes- 
sor Kimball was assisted by 
William Bachrach, super- 
visor of commercial work in 
the high schools of Chicago 
and Cook County. 

Winners in both contests 
operated Underwood ma- 
chines.

drawer, being formed and shaped with dies, is precisely 
the same as every other drawer, so that interchangeability 
size for size is absolute.

ORTLAND, Oregon, held its first business show at 
P tire Public Auditorium September 19 to 24 It set a 

mark difficult for other expositions to excel Che un 
solicited letter of endorsement, signed by every exhibitor 
ind presented to the management of the show, extending 
thanks and appreciation for the manner in which Port 
land’s first business show was conducted is definite evi 
dence of the satisfaction with which business equipment 
manufacturers and distributors view the results of the 
show. 

[he exposition was held in the Municipal Auditorium, a 
mammoth building well adapted for such affairs. From 
the time the doors were first opened to the public, the 
building. was filled with business men of the Northwest 
eager to leatn at first hand of the newest machines and 
methods and their application to business. Hundreds of 
executives revisited the show, indicating that it was not 
idle curiosity which prompted them. 

Each succeeding day larger and larger crowds flocked 
to the building, which is situated far from the business 
center of Portland. There was nothing in this section of 
the city except the business show to attract people and 
despite this handicap of geographical location coupled 
with two sessions of rather inclement weather, the show 
brought greater crowds than had been expected by any- 
one, 

Several days before the show was formally opened, all 
the display space was engaged. Even the stage was turned 
into booth spaces, and when the show opened on Monday 
noon, September 19, every exhibitor had his display in 
readiness. 

Everything was displayed from pen points and paper 
clips, to the most comprehensive furniture and equipment 
that goes to make up the modern office. Printing presses 
turning out two or three-color work, engraving and em- 
bossing departments, bookkeeping machines, typewriters 
with all the latest improvements—these and thousands of 
other devices, appliances and systems, were among the 
things which held the attention of the crowds. The 
Business Exposition Company, of which Nathan W. Tup- 
per is president and Waldo T. Tupper secretary, are to 
be commended for the effective arrangement and display 
made possible and for the efficient manner in which the 
show was handled. 

Wednesday and Friday afternoons were set aside as 
executive days, and special invitations were sent out to 
the executive members of important commercial organt- 
zations in the Northwest. The attendance of the men in 
direct charge of business in these parts was notable. 

Monday was commercial students’ day, and the young 
business people, who soon will take their places in the 
business world, came to the exposition in large numbers. 

From the standpoint of the exhibitors, too, the show was 
a success. Without an exception, all firms having space 
in the exposition endorsed the 
show and pledged themselves to 
take space in Portland’s 1923 
business show. Many of the ex- 
hibitors presented remarkably at- 
tractive displays and the rich and 
artistic effects secured deserve 
special mention. Notable among 
these was the Underwood type- 
writer booth.

as any other single display. Located immediately at the 
rear of the center aisle this office size safe was encased 
in a black velvet lined cabinet. At the base of the safe, 
Gill & Company had contrived the effect of flames en- 
veloping the safe This was accomplished by red and 
white tissue paper streamers blown by unseen electric 
fans. 

Gill’s devoted a separate booth to their business book 
department and gave the people of the Northwest a new 
idea of the comprehensiveness of the stock of business 
books obtainable at this store. 

Kilham Stationery and Printing Company’s showing of 
Yawman & Erbe and The Safe-Cabinet Company’s lines 
was another outstanding feature of the exposition. Here 
was demonstrated about everything that is needed for 
an office. 

The Irwin-Hodson Company's booth occupied a center 
aisle position and their display of automobile license plates, 
which they are now preparing for five different states, 
was a fine advertisement for the company and for the 
Northwest, as well. They also featured The General Fire- 
proofing all-steel line, as well as a rubber stamp so simple 
in its design and construction that the Henry Ford plant. 
in Michigan, is now using these stamps. 

In the lithographing and engraving booths of Irwin- 
Hodson, celluloid buttons were made and later distributed 
as souvenirs. The engraving department carried out the 
idea of “Shop Early for Your Christmas Cards,” and 
when the exposition closed they reported many advanced 
season sales 

The Oregon Table Company, an infant Oregon industry 
in point of years, was formally introduced to thousands of 
persons through its attractive display of desks and tables. 
Here the firm had on display many kinds of desks, from a 
teacher’s desk to a roll top. Henry I. Trowbridge, secre- 
tary of the company, reported many large direct orders 
as a result of the company’s exhibit. 

In the typewriting contest, heid by the Behnke-Walker 
Business College, the same matter was used as at the 
Chicago Business Show contest. This matter was sent 
to Portland under seal and was opened by the judges 
in the presence of several hundred persons. twenty

test committee, with a view to 
entering at least five or six of his 
students in the coming typewrit- 
ing contest to be held in New 
York this month, 

A new phase was noted in the 
Portland show by the display 
booths of many civic organiza- 
tions. The Portland Chamber of 
Commerce took advantage of the 
Business Show to circulate from 
its booth a questionnaire on the 
resources and industries of the 
Northwest. Ten questions were 
included in the questionnaire and 
prizes were offered by large busi- 
ness organizations for the correct 
answers to the questions. The 
Greater Portland Association im- 
planted more deeply into the 
minds of Portland folks the idea 
AND NATHAN W. “Buy from the Specialty Shop.”

4—How to Enter the British Market. 
Many branches of American firms who have from time 


to time opened up in Great Britain have given up and gone 
away owing to the fact that they have made no headway. 


This is due to various causes, but the chief cause is un- 
doubtedly that they have not gone about it in the right 
way. 

There are three different ways in which to enter the 
British market, and Americans would do well to study 
them and choose the one most suitable to the type of 
goods he wishes to sell. 

In the first place, if the article is small enough to be sent 
by post and requires no service or mechanical fittings, the 
best way would be to start a mail order business. There 


are numerous office appliances which could be placed be- 
fore the British public in this way.

such articles as office furniture would be included. Here 
the best way would be to appoint agents, and as it is 
necessary to assemble the parts on arrival, the services of 


a cabinet maker could be enlisted. 

It is necessary to emphasise the fact that agents should 
carefully picked, and that it is generally desirable to 
appoint British representatives wherever possible. \ 
knowledge of British requirements and temperament 
almost indispensable if the undertaking is to be successful,

and if the agent can first be sent out to the place of manu- 
facture in America, so much the better. 

In the third place, there is the machine which not only 
requires special fitting but also service afterwards. In this 
category would be typewriters, duplicators, cash registers 
and practically all kinds of machines used in the office. 
In this case the best way is to establish a branch, and if 
possible some process of manufacture should also be car- 


ried out in Great Britain, as in order to retain patents 


goods must be partly manufactured in that country 


The necessity for service cannot be too strongly urged 
Unless American firms are prepared to back up sales by 
giving service in every way it is of no use for them to try 
and sell machines, If a machine goes wrong or needs 
special repairs it cannot be sent back across the Atlantic 
to the place of manufacture, neither can it lie idle until 
someone arrives from America to attend to it. Some 
skilled person should always be kept available id that is 
why it is better to not only establish a branch but a work- 
shop too. The purchaser can then be certain of getting 
service. 

It should be also borne in mind that the market that can 
be served through London is much greater than the United 
Kingdom, owing to the connections that English firms 
have with Continental and Colonial buyers 

5—Immense Scope, But Patience Needed. 
As already indicated, there is immense scope and a very 


wide field for office labour-saving devices in Great Britain 
People are beginning to look them more favourably 
and so long as labour is so costly efforts will be made to 
dispense with it as far as possible. Altogether the outlook 
is brighter than it has been for some time 


on 


But the way of the pioneer is hard, especially in Great 
Britain. Only those who have a really good article and 
can afford to hold on until they reap the returns should 


attempt to market these specialties in Britain. No firm in 


any line should come with the idea that they will at once 
conquer—the British temperament precludes that possi 
bility. In many cases an educative process is necessary 
which may take considerable time and money ; 


Many firms selling these specialties, who are already well 
established in Great Britain, report that they have had a 
very uphill fight, but they believe that competition should 
be encouraged as much as possible, as this all helps on the 
educative side and also relieves them of of the ex- 
pense of the pioneer work.

Decision on Documentary Practice. 

Judge Julius M. Mayer, of the United States District 
Court, New York, N. Y., handed down a decision of 1m 
portance to exporters. The matter came into court be 
cause of the refusal of American banks to honor drafts 
when the attached documents are not in exact accord 
ance with the terms specified in commercial letters of 
credit. The court held that inasmuch as the banks deal 
in documents, and not in goods, the bank cannot be 
required to pay the letter, even though the goods involved 
are strictly in accord. The ruling is as follows 

“The mere statement of the arguments pro and con de 
stroys the plaintiff's case. When the bank issued this let 
ter of credit, it did not purchase goods. It agreed to pur 
chase documents in the sense that it would pay on receipt 
of certain documents which should conform in every re 
spect with the requirements of the letter of credit. It was, 
of course, not concerned with the goods, but with the 
documents. It would gravely impair the business of 
issuing letters of credit if banks were required to construe 
the documents involved and determine arguable questions 
Che only safe rule for a bank is to refuse to pay if, by 
omitting, as here, a distinct and clearly expressed provision, 
the documents do not conform with the letter of credit.

Mr. Durand is the author of 
books on economics, and has written numerous magazine 
rticles and Government reports.

LEDGER 
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Commerce Chamber Book on Turnover. 


[he advantages of rapid turnover in business are 
brought out vividly in an illustrated booklet issued by the 
domestic distribution department of the Chamber of Com 
merce of the United States. This fundamental principle 
of merchandising is emphasized in connection with a sug- 
gested plan of stock control records designed to reduce 
waste and losses due to slow movement of goods, 

The department calls attention to seven separate direc 
tions in which losses may occur when merchandise is not 
turned over as rapidly as it might be. These are in in- 
vestment, interest, mark-down, salaries and wages, shelf 
and storage room, prestige and reputation and inefficiency. 
Taking up these elements of loss in detail the booklet says: 

“Invested money is the source of profit which in turn 
depends upon the amount of goods in stock and upon the 
length of time which these goods are carried. It is evident 
that to double the turnover comes to the same thing as 
doubling the amount of stock without increasing the in 
vestment. Or, vice versa, one-half as many turnovers re- 
sults in doubling the amount of money invested for the 
same quantity of goods. 

“Interest must be paid upon all borrowed money and 
most merchants are borrowers. If the turnover is reduced 
from a period of six months to one or three months the 
interest on a given loan is reduced in the same proportion. 


Reasons for Mark-Downs. 


a The goods have proved unsalable at the original 


mark-up. 2—Too many were bought and a change in the 


style or season has left some of them on the shelves. 3. 
With the result that they have been soiled, chipped, bent 
or defaced otherwise by frequent handling. 

“Salaries and wages must be included because every 
yperation in every establishment costs something. When 
an unprofitable operation is performed it represents a 
loss. Roughly these losses are due to 

“1.—Waste of time by management in reaching deci- 
sions as to when and what mark-downs are to take place. 
2.—Waste of time by sales force. 3.—Rewriting tickets. 
4+—Rearranging goods for mark-down sales. 

“Shelf or storage room is a definite part of the expense 
of doing business; and that portion which is devoted to 
slow-selling merchandise is wasted. 

“Prestige-Reputation—for the high character or time- 
liness of merchandise is sought by most stores. There is 
a distinct waste measurable in dollars and cents when the 
reputation of an establishment is lowered by unstylish or 
shopworn goods. 

“Inefficiency always results in waste. The buyer whose 
judgment often is wrong usually makes the mistakes from 
lack of knowledge as to the stock and the speed or slow- 
ness with which it is moving. Frequent mistakes cause 
uncertainty in the mind of the one who makes them and 
tend to worse errors as time goes on unless some meas- 
ures are taken to make them improbable.” 


How to Reduce Inefficiency Waste. 

There is just one method of reducing this waste to a 
minimum, says the booklet. “That is through records of 
purchases and sales which can be consulted at any mo- 
ment; which will give a complete picture of the situation 
as it changes from week to week, from day to day, even 
from hour to hour if that be desirable; and which will 
supply the knowledge for immediate additional purchases, 
for mark-downs, or for any other change in handling the 
stock.” 

The booklet gives two graphs, one of which illustrates 
a form of control card record that has been successfully 
used 

“In a certain establishment the direct cost of this method 
of stock control,” says the booklet, “has amounted to less 
than one per cent of the selling price. Yet it has in- 
creased the turnover considerably in all of the departments 
where it has been applied; and in the department where 
it was first installed the turnover has nearly doubled while 
the mark-down wastes have been more than cut in two. 
Not only has the number of turnovers increased, but also 
the amount of merchandise sold in each turnover. Errors 
in the judgment of buyers have been made less probable 
in the future as the causes and kind of errors have been 
made clear. Last but not least, a record of the remarks 
by customers shows the enhanced reputation of the stock.”

GREAT merchant once said, “A trip to market 
A sheuld be 60% business and 40% pleasure.” If this

Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, 

United States Senate, 
Washington, D. C. 
Dear Senator Lodge 

Both as a Retail Distributor of Office Furniture and 
Office Equipment, and as President of the National Asso- 
ciation of Stationers and Office Equipment Distributors of 
America, I wish to protest against the contemplated tax 
of five per cent upon Office Furniture and Fittings of 
Mahogany, or other imported Cabinet Woods. 

These items are articles of business necessity, and are 
absolutely essential to the progress of all modern busi- 
ness,—industrial, and professional pursuits, as they now 
exist. They are, if anything can be of this nature, entirely 
articles of business necessity, and the fact that there may 
be incorporated in their construction, certain imported 
woods, is only because these particular woods are better 
adapted from a service-giving standpoint than those grown 
in the United States to be used for equal purposes. 

It is only by the stretch of the greatest amount of 
imagination possible that imported wood entering into the 
manufacture of office equipment and business equipment 
should be subject to an Income Tax Revenue, as they are 
not in any sense of the word a luxury. 

I sincerely hope you can see your way clear to protest 
against this particular tax, as there are so many items that 
are non-essential, and clearly items of luxury and extra- 
vagance, upon which Revenue Taxes can be based. It 
seems to me that the burdens at the present time existing 
on business, industrial, commercial, and _ professional, 
should not be added to, or increased, until every avenue of 
raising taxation from the rion-essentials, the luxury and 
extravagant class of articles has been exhausted.

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How Uncle Sam Produces Stamps in Rolls. 

Stamps in rolls are so commonly used in modern offices 
that the younger generation has little conception of the 
conditions under which the Post Office Department under 
took to furnish them. After the preliminaries were ar 


ranged, discussion arose whether the stamps should be 
rolled side to side, as is now the practice, or end to end, 
which was the preference of certain manufacturers of 
stamp afhxers. The situation was finally reconciled. 


| 
Stamps for delivery in rolls are produced from en 
graved plates, as are the stamps sold in sheets. The latter 
are printed from flat plates, on presses similar to those 
used in copper-plate printing, such as wedding announce- 
ments and visiting cards. The stamps in rolls are printed 


fron curved steel plate on a rotary press. They are 
made 340 “up,” in two forms seventeen stamps long and 
ten stamps wide. The two forms are separated by a 
register line. The stock is fed from a roll, ané: after 
printing 1s gummed in the same machine. Subsequently 
the stamps are carried through an electrically-heated dry 
box and rewound in a large roll after being perforated 
the long way. The stamps then go to a joining table, are 


examined, counted by the operators and boxed in cartons 
containing either 500 or 1,000 stamps Small coiling 


machines are used to cut the gangs of ten stamps into sep 
arate bands, and wind on individual rolls. Shipments to 
local postmasters are made in units of fifty coils of either 
quantity, 500 or 1,000 stamps each.

One was a 
square, three-inch banker’s open ink well which was filled 
with ink and the date was marked on which it was filled 
A sign above this well invited the public to watch the ink 
evaporate.

Can’t Dodge This Time Clock! 


Dishonest employes who boast about their ability to 
“beat the time clock” will have to spend considerable time 
and thought to beat the clock invented by Prof. J. A. De 
muth of the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, if what the 
inventor claims for it is borne out in practice, the Cleve 
land Plain Dealer states. He says no one can tamper wit! 
the clock’s records, make a false report or register for 
other after the clock has been locked. 

Instead of complicated machinery Prof, Demuth relies 
upon what he calls his “symbol system” to compel each 
employe to make a correct report of his arrival or depar 
ture. The clock he has perfected has a new symbol 
two letters every two minutes in the twenty-four hours 
By pressing a button the employe has stamped on his tim 
record the symbol and the time, he then affixes his sig 
nature. There is said to be no possibility of error or ot 
the wrong person making a registry which cannot be i 
stantly detected. 

“With the ordinary clock printing recorder the en 
ployer knows the record is correct but he never knows 
who made it,” says Prof. Demuth. “With my symbol 
clock, however, those who arrive or depart on time have 
their records stamped in the ‘on time’ register. In this 
the time lists are electrically perforated with the prope: 
symbol. 

“Late comers, even though they learn by prearrange 
ment what symbol might reduce their tardiness to ten 
minutes, cannot profit by such knowledge because their 
records would not appear in the proper space en the regis 
ter ribbon. All they can do to get credit for their time is 
to make a true record on the ‘late register.’ ” 

The inventor says his clock is equally etticient for uss 
with night watchmen, for timekeeping on job work, for 
automatic roll calling in colleges and universities and ever 
—he suggests—for this use in public schools. 

The clock will accommodate 180 employes. For a: 
larger number more “on time registers” are added at con 
paratively nominal cost.

Some years ago, while a resident of Brazil, he was 
an occasional contributor to Office Appliances, and has written 
one or two articles for these pages since his return to the Unit- 
ed States.

GREAT deal has lately been written about the per- 
A nicious practice of cancelling orders. The free-and- 
easy canceller of orders is undoubtedly a pest in 
business, and it is proper to throw rocks at him if one has 
plenty of rocks and wishes to use his energy in that way. 
Concerning export orders, however, there is much to 
be said on the other side of the question. It is not often 
said in American magazines, and somebody ought to say

it. United States manufacturers are already dependent on 
export trade for the stability of their business, and will 
become more so year by year. Even if only ten per cent 
of a given product be exported, that ten per cent is the 
balance wheel which stabilizes the movement of the in 
dustry. Destroy the balance wheel, and the whole mech 
anism must race or go slow according to every change in 
local demand. 

If we are to retain and increase the foreign trade so 
necessary to our future prosperity, we must try to under- 
stand our customers abroad, the conditions under which 
they are working, and the reasons for their actions. Per 
manent business relationship is dependent on mutual un 
derstanding and mutual respect. It can be maintained in 
no other way. 

The greater part of the export orders which have been 


cancelled have not been cancelled lightly. Many of our 
South American customers, extremely prosperous a year 
ago, are today struggling for their lives. They blame us 
for the present situation and we blame them. It is time 


for us to learn about their troubles, study the causes, and 
try to find a remedy 

In Brazil, with which country I am familiar, the rate of 
exchange on New York jumped in September, 1920, to a 
point which obliged the Brazilian importer to pay seven 
“milreis” for every dollar remitted to New York, instead 


of the four “milreis” per dollar which he had been paying 
since 1914. No satisfactery reason for this has been 
given. The country is at peace, the people industrious, 


their government economical. It has been alleged that 
the high exchange rate is caused by American importers 
forcing down the prices of coffee, rubber, hides, and other 
Brazilian exports. It is also charged that a combination 
of European bankers is manipulating South American 
exchange in order to compel South Americans to send

When a Brazilian importer in such a crisis cancels at 
order not yet shipped, it is because he wishes to protect 
the manufacturers from seeing his goods added to the 
$15,000,000 already in the custom house. He is trying t 
pe honest and fair, and under the circumstances it seems 
to me that he deserves credit rather than blame. 

What has been said of Brazilian conditions applies ir 
greater or less degree to all South American countries 
The man who discovers the real reason for this sudder 
jump in the rate of exchange on New York, which occurred 
two years after the war was over, will be doing a great 
service to American manufacturers.

Pennsylvania Announces Improved Train Service. 

[The Pennsylvania Railroad System announces in an at 
tractive folder improved train service between Chicago 
and Washington, D. C. The changes in schedule becam«s 
effective on September 25. On September 15 extra fares 
to and from Baltimore and Washington were withdrawn 
and after September 15 no extra fares have been charged 
on any trains between Chicago and Washington. Chis 
includes the famous 20-hour train, so that the extra 
fare heretofore charged to Washington is no longer in 
effect Passengers from Chicago to Harrisburg, York 
3altimore and Washington, will have the service of this 
train at normal fares. The schedule betwen Chicago and 
Washington is 19 hours and 40 minutes.

Solving the “Free Sketch” Problem. 

Dealers who operate printing departments realize the 
problem arising when prospective customers call for 
sketches of cover designs, trade marks, letter heads, etc 
Unless carefully watched suggestions in sketch form run 
into a great deal of money, and the business does not al 
ways materialize. Sketches for regular customers ar 
rarely a gamble. But it is the itinerant, the out-of-town 
buyer and irresponsibles who overdo the free sketch idea 

An envelope manufacturer gets around this difficulty 
He prints an offer to make sketches in his house organ, 
and encloses a coupon on which the sketch desired is out 
lined, and an order signed; The coupon offers to make 
up a sketch for an envelope design for $3.50. This elimin- 
ates loss, gets contact with many new customers and facill- 
tates following inquiries to turn them into orders. The 
coupon does not make any offer to allow the cost of the 
sketch in case an order is placed, but it can be imagined 
readily that the cost wiil be absorbed if orders for en- 
velopes are forthcoming.

Our good friend, Joe E. Harvey, of the West Coast 
Stationery and Printing Company, Los Angeles, Calif., 
has forwarded the picture shown below as one of his 
favorite poses. Harvey is an enthusiastic fisherman and 
the results of his activities, judging from the photograph 
here reproduced, justify his enthusiasm 


Harvey went fishing on Labor Day, and he tells us, that 
he had some real good sport. He says that whenever he 
sees a picture of some of those eastern stationers with a 
string of fish, he ecomes possessed of a desire to take 
them out on the bosom of the Pacific and let them have a 
tussle with a real game fish. The photograph shows Mr 
Harvey’s Labor Day catch—two yellow fin tuna, whicl

are among the best game fish to be found on the west 
coast. These fish weigh about 25 pounds each, which is 
small for this particular species, as they usually run con- 
siderably larger. The yellow fin and blue fin tuna are not 
plentiful in the waters of the west coast, but the long fin 
tuna or albacore as they are commonly called are to be 
had in large numbers during July, August and September. 
Their weight usually runs from 20 to 25 pounds and they 
put up a game fight. One must have the proper tackle to 
be able to land them. The yellorv tail is another one of 
the game varieties usually weighing about 20 pounds and 
can be had the year round. They are to be found in larger 
numbers during the summer. 

There are a number of smaller fish such as mackerel, 


bass, barracuda, skip jacks and bonito, but after fishing for 
the larger kind, the fisherman is usually spoiled, so that 
he cannot get much real pleasure out of fishing, unless the 
tackle is light and the fish weigh 15 pounds or over.

various conditions in the past. The Rochdale Society in 
‘luded this featur It was counted one of the advantages 
of the League of American Wheelmen, which flourished in 
the heyday of the bicycle. Most of these movements 


seem to lose momentum when the interest wears out. This 
is due to a variety of causes. Unless the plan is purely 
co-operative there may be a selfish interest on the part of 
the promoter to permit interest to die out, after he has 
secured a good enrollment. His profits lie in the mem 
bership fee. The merchant member enters the scheme in 
the hope that it will bring him increased business and new 
ustomers, and stimulate cash sales. There is frequently 
1 lurking suspicion in the mind of the member that the 
dealer “sees him first,” and raises prices where possible 
to allow deducting the discount and still permit his usual 
profit. 

Five per cent is little inducement to the habitual shop 
per, who watches bargain sales to secure needed mer 
chandise at cut prices which represent more than a five 
per cent discount for cash. She may not wish to limit 
herself to the restricted list of stores granting the dis 
count to thrift association members

\ serious situation in the Federal Patent Office is pointed 
out by the Merchants’ Association’s committee on the pro- 
tection of industrial property, of which Archibald Cox is 
chairman, in urging the passage of a bill increasing the 
salaries and number of patent office employes. The report 
was printed in Greater New York, the publication of the 
Merchants’ Association of New York. 

The report submitted by the committee to the board of 
directors and approved by the directors, reads as follows: 
“The bill H. R. 7077, relating to numbers and salaries of 
Patent Office employes, is substantially the same as the 
bill passed by the House at the last session, the passage of 
which was urged by The Association. 

“The action of The Association was based on the fact 
that the delays in the performance of the work of the Pat 
ent Office, resulting from an inadequate staff, were proving 
‘extremely serious and costly to American industry.’ (Tele- 
gram of January 8, 1921, to conferees.) 

Office Hopelessly Behind in Work. 

“Since then the conditions which called for this action 
have become intensified. At the end of May, 1921 there 
were in the Patent Office, 46,472 applications for patent 
awaiting action by the Patent Office, in addition to 7,053 
applications for trade marks, designs and prints. In one 
division, applications filed in July, 1920 had not been 
reached for action and there were 1,539 cases awaiting ac- 
tion. In another division, where cases filed in July, 1920 
had not been reached, there were 1,912 applications await 
ing action. In another division, where cases fled in July, 
1920 had not been reached, there were 1,637 applications. 
In thirty-eight out, of the forty-seven divisions applications 
filed during the year 1920 have not been reached for action. 
Of the remaining nine divisions, six had not reached appli- 
cations filed in January, 1921, and the other three had not, 
reached cases filed in February. 

“Since nearly all patent applications must be acted on 
several times before determined by the grant of the pat- 
ent or final rejection, the delays thus indicated are serious. 
In addition to injustices to the inventor, it is becoming not 
uncommon for those who have made investments to find 
that they have unwittingly become infringers of a patent 
which has long been delayed as an application in the 
Patent Office. And the effort of the office to handle with 
an inadequate staff an overwhelming mass of work neces- 
sarily results in actions which are inaccurate, resulting in 
grants after insufficient investigation or unwarranted re- 
jections with the consequent unnecessary litigations and 
injustices. 

Trade Mark Registrations Far Behind. 

“Trade mark applications filed October, 1920, are still 
iwaiting action. Since shipments to many countries may 
be stopped unless the shipper has there secured registra- 
tion based upon registration here, this delay in dealing 
with applications for registration is little short of intoler- 
able. 

“None of this is in the slightest degree the fault of the 


Patent Office. On the contrary, its inadequate and ill-paid 
staff is doing more than can fairly be asked to deal with 
an overwhelming mass of difficult work. The staff would 


e promptly augmented and strengthened by the enactment 
of the bill. Neither the numbers nor the salaries for which

‘Your committee recommends that The Association and 
its members lend their influence in all available wavs to the 
speedy enactment of the bill H. R. 7077.’

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New Orleans House Installs Service Office. 

The Dameron-Pierson Company, Ltd., the big stationery 
office equipment and printing house at New Orleans, hav: 
leased office space in the New Hibernia Bank building, 
and opened on October 1 a service office for the assistance 
of the tenants of the new building. The office will be 
completely furnished as a model for the consideration of 
prospective customers who are doubtful as to the require 
ments of their own offices. The main purpose of this 
service office is to give immediate attention to all the needs 
of tenants, regardless of what they may be. Hereafter 
stenographers in the building need not walk to the store 
to buy 500 second sheets, nor need they buy anything 
over the phone without seeing it. By taking the elevator 
to the eighth floor they can place their order or telephone 
Main 400 and immediate connection will be given over a 
special trunk line connecting the company’s switchboard 
with the new office. 

Offices of this kind are being maintained by large sta 
tioners in many of the foremost eastern cities and favor 
able comments have been made about them by executives 
and others. The experiment is somewhat expensive, but 
the company believes that it will pay in the end. A thor 
oughly experienced salesman is in charge of the furniture 
office at all times and complete catalogue files are kept for 
the information of customers and prospects. The advice 
of the branch office salesmen is at all times available t 
the tenants of the building and others. 

Topeka House Remodels Store. 

Crane & Company, of Topeka, Kans., have just ri 
modelled their retail store, building a large mezzanine floo: 
which adds about 2500 square feet of display space fo. 
their furniture and filing departments. This floor in n¢ 
wise spoils the appearance of the store, because it is s 
constructed that it materially adds to the symmetry of the 
interior. 

When the company took over the three-story building 
they now occupy, they figured that they would never need 
any more space for their retail department, but they are 
already crowded to the limit and are obliged to carry a 
considerable part of their stock in the warehouses and fax 
tory on East Eighth avenue. 

The company’s mail order business is very active. Every 
catalogue contains more than 200 pages of information con 
cerning stationery and office equipment, and 50,000 oi 
these catalogues have been distributed over the middle 
western country. 


Hotel expenses are so large a part of the overhead o 


traveling men, that an organized effort is being made 
to secure reductions. A survey was made by the Ameri 
can Society of Sales Executives, which showed that ap 
proximately 600,000 men spend a large part of their time 
traveling. Their average daily expenditure for lodging and 
meals is $4.50; transportation averages $3.00 a day. The 
plan advocated by the American Society of Sales Executives 
is to have the individual salesmen bring the matter of reduced 
rates to the attention of hotel keepers, day by day. The 
campaign is reinforced bv a written pledge bv the sales 
man to his manager that he will reduce his hotel expenses 
fifty cents a day every day he is on the road. The move 
ment has been taken up by many associations intereste:

Even the railroads have come to 
see in the Mississippi a comp'ement rather than a rival to 
their expensive equipment. The barge service initiated by 
the government is generally conceded to be both useful 
and timely, so much so that the completion of the original 
large building program will undoubted'y be followed at 
once by the construction of many additional units

Among its deliberations was the passage of a 
resolution advocating the centralization of purchases by 
city, county, state and Federal governments. Tremen 
dous savings can be effected, the association pointing out 
the experience of the cities of Dayton, Ohio, Milwaukee 
Wis., Indianapolis, Ind., Boston, Mass., Los Angeles, Calif.. 
and Pittsburgh, Penna. Savings of from ten to twenty 
five per cent have been shown by these cities over the 
haphazard methods in vogue in most American munici 
palities. The resolution points out that owing to the 
excessive tax burden it is vitally necessary that economical 
administration of public expenditure be effected. The plar 
is to appoint purchasing agents of experience and ability 
who should be protected while in office against all forms of 
political influence. W. L. Chandler, president of the Na 
tional Association of Purchasing Agents, is 
saying that a universal application of centralized govern 
mental purchasing would save the taxpayers a billion dol 
lars or more each year. 

The nominating committee of the National Associatio1 
of Purchasing Agents decided to name but one slate for 
the forthcoming election of officers, thus virtually re 
electing the present officers. The annual meeting will be 
held at the Claypool hotel, Indianapolis, Ind., October 
10-12.

In cabling to his foreign correspondent he will use the 
new features or words, resulting in confusion all along 
the line, for the recipient of the cablegram will be puzzled 


and unable to decode the message, making it necessary to 
cable back for a plain language translation, which means 
delay and additional expense 

It is always safer to buy codes from an expert in the 
business who knows all codes and who can give intelli 
gent advice as to what to buy It is a well known fact 
that many persons engaged in other business will carry 
me certain code as a side line who have no detinite knowl 


edge as to the use of codes and who will pusl 
particular code without regard to the requirements of 


the cable user. In some instances this “side-line’’ man has 
been known to add from $3.00 to $5.00 to the regular 
market price of a code. 

It is not always known to the cable user that it is not 
the function of the telegraph companies to decode cable 
grams or assist in the translation of these messages he 
function of the telegraph is to transmit, not translate, 
cablegrams The only obligation they assume I 
transmission, yet many cable users seem to be under the 
impression that their coded messages should be decoded 
gratis. This is positively against the rules of the tel 
graph companies. The cabler has the advantage of mini

as a “free service’ message to New York. The New 
York office produces the relay copy as originally received 
and comparison is made with the words in the service 


message. If discrepancies are found the words in the 
relay copy are repeated back to point of destination and 
the papers filed. It sometimes happens, however, that 


even with this correction the words are still unintelligible, 
in which case it is the right of the addressee to demand 
repetition from point of origin free of charge. Once 
repetition is made from point of origin, however, the mat- 
ter is closed so far as free service is concerned, as no 
foreign government will honor a second request for repe- 
tition unless paid for at full rates. 

An important item of information to the cable user 1s 
contained in a letter recently received in this country from 
the American Chamber of Commerce in London in regard 
to the A B C Fifth Improved code, which has been with 
drawn from the foreign market. Cable users were re- 
quested not to use this edition of the A B C code, as it 
has no legal existence abroad and cannot be sold there. 
The Foreign Trade Department of the London Chamber 
of Commerce advises there is apparently not a copy of 
this “Improved” edition in that country which can _ be 
consulted. It is practically impossible, therefore, to de- 
code messages from it and British firms have been com- 
plaining of the delay and expense resulting from the 
necessity of cabling back to their American correspon- 
dents to have the cablegrams put into another code. 

An effort is now being made to stabilize the code busi 
ness and service bureaus are being organized in.the larger 
cities of the United States to that end. These bureaus 
offer not only service but information of vital interest to 
the importer and exporter in connection with foreign trade, 
and in addition to the handling of standard codes cover 
the compilation of private codes, the coding and decoding 
of cablegrams, the deciphering of mutilated code words, 
as well as information as to rules, regulations and rates 
of the cable and radio companies. The many radical 
changes in business methods in recent years necessitate 
a revision of and improvement in the code business, re- 
quiring the services of experts who are in a position to 
offer to the cable user a service that will be of real value.
